iT^ E nTLI'.MEN: In coming before you as a candidate 
\jf for the honoj of being one of your representa- 
tives in the House of Commons in the next Parliament 
of Canada, I desire as briefly as possible to state my 
views on the main political issues of the day. 

To my mind the Railway question In Importance to 
the whole Province overshadows all others, and next 
to the Railway in importance to Victoria District is the 
(■obstruction at Esquimau, of a first-class Graving Dock. 
If elected, I shall most strenuously assist in demand- 
ing from the Dominion Government the just rights of 
this Province in connection with these two vital ques- 
tions. I shall expect no impossibilities; but I shall 
demand from the Canadian Government an earnest 
commencement ami faithful prosecution ill this Prov- 
ince of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Nothing short 
of this will fulfil the solemn treaty obligations of Can- 
ada to British Columbia. So far we havo had plenty 
of promises from Canada, which, alas! to her shame 
ami disgrace have been broken; and sooner than sub- 
mit to be humbugged in tlio future as wo have been 
In the past 1 would sever the cord that binds us to tho 
Confederation. I sincerely hope, however, tho day- 
will never come when this or any other Province In 
the Dominion will he forced forself protection to adopt 
so high-handed a remedy. In reference to the two ]h>- 
litlcal parties in Canada I believe tho policy of the 
Liberal Conservative 'party best calculated to advance 
the truo interest of our country, and to mako it in 
deed, as well as in word, a great and prosperous Do- 
minion.

In view of the probability of a con- 
siderable increase in the population of 
the country, it occur3 to us that the 
Government would bo wise in their 
generation were they to endow the es- 
tablished immigration agencies in 
this city and New Westminster with 
fuller powers than they now •enjoy. 
Under the existing state of affairs an 
intending settler on arrival here with 
his family finds it no easy task to gain 
information relative to tho country ho 
desires to adopt as his home. Ho 
lands on tho wharf, but he has no one 
to receive him — no one to direct him 
as to tho most suitable place to tako 
his family — no disinterested person to 
point out to him the most eligible dis- 
tricts for settlement. In response to 
inquiries ho states that he is a now ar- 
rival, is seeking a home, and is possi- 
bly told that an immigration office ex- 
ists hero and at New Westminster. 
Ho finds some slight consolation in 
this fact, and resorts to the otlico fully 
expectant that ho will be furnished 
with every detail necessary to pilot 
him to a favorably located pre-emption 
claim. But on reaching tho office, he 
is disappointed; ho discovers that the 
officers, anxious to do all in their 
power to assist him, have neither maps, 
hand books, nor general directions at 
their disposal. They are utterly un- 
able to givo him a more definite des- 
cription of the country than he could 
probably glean in almost any other 
quarter. Perhaps ho approaches 
the Lands and Works office, 
but ho finds no official there 
whose particular and exclusive duty 
it is to place him in possession of 
such information as he desires and tho 
consequence is that ho either turns his 
back on the country with despair, pre- 
empts or purchases a piece of land un- 
suited to his requirements or invests 
his little all in striving to learn where 
to go to invest his capital to the best 
advantage. Now this is not as it 
should be and yet, as we have said, tho. 
fault does not rest with the immigra- 
tion officers because they are not fur- 
nished with the means which we be- 
lieve in new countries are generally 
placed at their disposal. On a former 
occasion wo have alluded to the neces- 
sity of a hand book containing infor- 
' niation of a general nature relative to 
tho country and it would seem that 
the utility of such a work would 
be largely augmented wore tho Govern- 
ment to supply their immigration offi- 
cers here and at New Westminster with 
every possible paraphernalia acceptable 
to the new arrival. It is stated that 
at New Westminster a settlers' recep- 
tion house would prove most benificial; 
but that is a matter which might bo 
dealt with hereafter. At the present 
moment,however, it would appear to be 
the duty of the Government to furnish 
existing offices with maps, handbooks 
and general details, such as could not 
fail to bo of incalculable service to the 
intending settler. It is useless to in- 
vite immigration unless proper arrange- 
ments are made for its reception. 



THE FISHERIES AWARD. 



Tho Motion to Pass tho Bill Rojoctod. 



Washington, D.G, Juno 17. 
Additional correspondenc#laid before 
tho Senate in regard to the selection of 
M. Delfosso as Commissioner on tho 
Fisheries question dovelops nothing of 
especial interest, except a letter' to 
Evarts from Delfosso on tho 23rd ult., 
in which ho stRted that it was at the 
express request of the Governments of 
Groat Britain and the United States 
that ho acceptod the office of third 
Commissioner, which they both tender- 
ed him. Delfosso also states that the 
objections to his appointmentflbised by 
the United States several years ago 
were absolutely unknown to him pre- 
vious to their publication two months 
ago. 

In the House the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs reported the Bill for the 
payment of the Halifax Fishery award. 
Cox of New York, Butler, of Massa- 
chusetts, and Springer, of Illinois, rais- 
ed several objections and points of or- 
der, which were overruled. The Speak- 
er insisted it was his duty to promote 
the passago of the Bill. Butler and 
Cox made most persistent efforts to ad- 
dress the House, but were met with 
loud and repeated calls to order from all 
sides. Buttler not yielding, the Speak- 
er callod on the Sergeant-at arms to do 
his duty. While Butler was conferring 
with that official, the Speaker told the 
Sergeant ho might retire. A motion 
to adjourn was voted down, and a mo- 
tion to suspend the rules and pass the 
Bill was rejected by 155 to 87, not two- 
thirds in the affirmative. 

Washington, June 18. — Tho Senate 
has agreed to the amendment to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill* ap- 
propriating five and a half millions to 
pay the award of the Halifax Fishery 
Commission if, after correspondence 
with tho British Government on the 
subject of conformity of tho award to 
■ tho requirements of tho Treaty and to 
tho terms of tho question thereby sub- 
mitted to the Commission, the Presi- 
dont shall deem it his duty to make the 
payment without further communica- 
tion with Congress. 

In consequence of the failure to pass 
tho Fisheries Award Bill in tho House, 
the Senate will insert an amendment 
for the payment of the award in the 
Sundry Civil Appropriations Bill.

EUROPE. 

Berlin, July 1. — The congress seems 
to have admitted in principle that every 
portion of the territory detached from 
Turkey shall bear a proportionate part 
in the financial charges of the Porte. 
Tho congress will certainly deal with 
interests of holders of Turkish bonds. 

Vienna, July 1. — A civil commis- 
sion will accompany the troops to Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina foi'the purpose of 
organization and administration of coun- 
try. A large train and seventeen am- 
bulance hospitals will follow. 

Madrid, July 1. — Tho Emperor of 
Morroco is dead. 

Athens, June 29. — A telegram from 
Syka reports fighting continues at 
Apococono and several Turkish men-of- 
war took part in tho conflict. Armed 
Mussulmans have encamped outside of 
Canea and demanded the dismissal of 
the Governor of the island. 

Berlin, June 30. — In the congress 
yesterday Dolyanu's, Greek plenipo- 
tentiary, submitted a memorandum, 
the reading of which occupied an hour 
and a quarter. Tho Roumanian dele- 
gates will be heard to-morrow. A 
series of preliminary deliberations of 
second plenipotentiaries, presided over 
by Prince Hohenlohe, began Saturday. 

Pesth, June 30. — Emperor Francis 
Joseph closed the Hungarian Diet yes- 
terday. He took an exceedingly favor- 
able view of the relations with foreign 
powers and tho probabilities of peace.

Tito 1st of J uly was obsorvotl :it Now 
Westminstor with ovory manifestation of 
loyalty to tho New Dominion.' The town 
was crowded with visitors from nil parts 
of tho District and Island. The buildings 
wore dressed with flags and other ensigns 
of loyalty, and the streets presented a 
busy ami animated scene. About y 
o'clock on Sunday evening 'the steamer 
Wilson G. Hunt, with a detachment of CO 
Victoria firemen, under command of Chief 
Engineer Saunders, accompanied by 
Haynes' Band tho Victoria Ritlc team, 
and 200 othor excursionists of both sexes 
from this city, reachedtho wharf at tho 
Royal City after a shortand pleasant run 
of six hours. The firemen landed at 8:20 
o'clock and were received by the 

1JYACK FIRE COMPANY, 

fifty Btrong, headed by an excollcnt 
amateur band of local talent. Tho 
procession having formed, the visiting 
firemen were escorted through the princi- 
pal streets to the Colonial Hotel, where a 
supper was roady set awaiting tho onslaught 
of the firemen, whose appetites had been 
sharponcd by tho coed and bracing breezo 
that fanned tho waters of tho Gulf as the 
steamer ploughed her way across. There 
was an abundanco of food of an excellent 
character on tho tallies. There was no 
lack of anything that would contribute to 
ehoer tho "inner man," hut to the dismay 
of sonio of tho guests it was shortly dis- 
covered that there was a scarcity of knives 
and forks. The host of tho Colonial had 
ordered a supply of cutlery from Victoria, 
but had been disappointed in its receipt, 
and the rush of guests was so much be- 
yond what was anticipated that the out- 
look at one timo bore a serious aspect. 

"lUTC!I!ll8*WBItli MADE BEFORE FORKS," 
cried ono of the boys in red as ho turned 
hack his cuds for a return to first princi- 
ples; but fortunately a supply was ob- 
tained from a local source and the clattor 
of knives and forks as they wore wielded 
by tho Bharpsct visitors, played a merry 
tune on the plates, and resounded through 
the apartment. Dinner over, there wa3 a 
rush to secure beds. But here a now 
difficulty presented itself. The hotels 
were filled with guests before the arrival 
of the Victorians. The steamer Ada had 
brought a goodly crowd across from Nan- 
aimo, and tho up-river steamers and stages 
from Burrard Inlet had brought largo re- 
inforcements throughout, tho day. Many 
of tho arrivals by these modes were in 
search of sleeping accommodation when 
tho W. G. Hunt came in, and not a fow 
had been disappointed. For somo time it 
looked as though a majority of the guests 
would havo to content themselves with 
the 

SOFT SIDE OF A I'LAXK 
for the night, and many who prepared to 
sit up all night began to wish they had 
remained in their comfortable homes. 
When the last gleam of hope had about 
died away and many eyes had prepared to 
banish " tired Nature's swoet restorer, 
balmy sloop," Messrs. Irving and Briggs 
threw open the berths on their river 
steamers, and with tho addition of "shake- 
downs" all who applied were accommodat- 
ed for the night. 

AT EARLY DAWN . 

on Monday everyone was astir, and 
after a substantial breakfast prepared to 
take part in tho sports of tho day. At 
10:00 horse-racing commenced. Tho 
course was from tho lower to the upper 
end of Columbia street, and an excellent 
view of tho sports was obtained from the 
balconies of the Colonial and Occidental 
Hotels.

Tho chief interest of the day centered 
in tho

between the crews of the Tyno (Victoria), 
Pearl (Moodyville), Annie Eraser (Gran- 
ville) and Maud (Gasstown). Tho river 
was filled with small craft of every de- 
scription amongst them wero several 
small steamers, which the cannery proprie- 
tors had considerately placed at tho dis- 
posal of the visitors. These little craft 



were aflutter with flags and streamers, 
and as they skimmed over tho bosom of 
the mighty Eraser, presented a picturesque 
appearance; — tho aceno boing enlivened by 
the sweet strains discoursed by tho bands! 
The wharves, tho steamers lying at tho 
wharves, tho housetops and tho river 
bank wero black with pcoplo who 
watched intently tho proceedings. As 
soon as the boats pulled into tho stream 
tho immonso inferiority of tho Victoria 
crew was at onco seen; the crews of tho 
throo other boats wero men — strong, 
long-limbed, well muscled. Tho Vic- 
torians wero young and light, and, worse 
than all, tho coxswain was unacquainted 
with tho curront, having never before 
been on tho river; besidos, tho crow had 
tho outside courso, and in rowing for the 
start wero carried by the curront some 
distance) down tho stream. Tho gallant 
young follows, however, rowed manfully, 
and went orer tho course, coming in third 
in tho race, the Gasstown crew being dis- 
tanced.

A Dangerous Maniac. 

On Sunday afternoon a carpenter 
named Oliver residing on Kano 
street became demented and fired 
several shots from his house at Mr. 
John Robaon, who lives immediately op- 
posite. Ono of tho bullets passed very 
close to Mr. Robson's head and fell on tho 
verandah of his house. Mr. Robson pick- 
ed up the bullet and immediately repaired 
to the police barracks, where ho narrated 
tho circumstance and obtained the assist- 
ance of officer Lindsay and special con- 
stable Scott. On approaching Mr. Rob- 
son's house the officers wero informed that 
Oliver had tired other shots during Mr. 
Robson's absence ajul discovered that 
thero wero three distinct bullet holes 
through tho glass of Oliver's window. On 
walking across to tho house they descriod 
the demented man at the window, whenco 
ho passed to the front door which ho 
opened, inquiring where tho oflicors 
woro going. Lindsay replied, " can't wo 
speak to you I" but Oliver retorted, " no; 
pass on!" and at the same timo presonted 
a revolver at them, holding tho door ajar 
with the other hand. He subsequently 
closed tho door, and when the oflicors had 
passed tho house somo twenty yards he 
tired three more shots through the window, 
all of them striking Mr. Robson's residonce. 
Oliver then camo out several times, and 
on tho last occasion appeared with a re- 
volver in his right hand, a chicken in his 
loft and a child of tender years on one of 
his arms. Crossing tho street ho went to 
Mr. Robson's front door, rang tho boll 
violently, but failed to gain admittance. 
Oflieer Lindsay, who had boon closely 
watching his opportunity, then approached 
the demented man and before ho was 
aware of his presence throw his arms 
about him and wrenched tho revolver 
from Ilia hand. Oliver struggled very 
violently; but with the assistance of Mr. 
R. Drury, and several others who happen- 
ed to bo amongst tho bystanders, ho was 
at last secured and taken to jail for safe- 
keeping. Spocial Constable Scott's ser- 
vices could not bo availed of as ho had 
gone to notify Sergt. Bloomfield of tho 
madman's dangerous behaviour. Tho in- 
terior uf Oliver's house presents an extra- 
ordinary appearance, boing porfectly rid- 
dled with bullet holes. A window in the 
rear of tho building has several bullet- 
holes in it which Mrs. Oliver supposes 
were caused by her husband firing at her 
as she made her escape with her children. 
'Die unfortunate man is still in gaol and 
when last heard from lie was behaving 
himself in a most eccentric manner. 
Ho came to this city about eighteen 
months sinco from Canada, and his aber- 
ration is said to havo been caused by 
trouble relative to a lawsuit.

Cannot the Government do something 
in the matter, and insist that pure, 
fresh, wholesome water shall be sup- 
plied the city. At present thoso that 
use it aro paying $1. monthly to be 
poisoned, and those who do not use it 
aro paying 50c. monthly for the privi- 
lege of seeing others poisoned.

Ottawa, June 18. — The Commission 
for the settlement of tho boundary be- 
tween Canada and Ontario, which re- 
cently for the second timo lost ono of 
its members by the death of Ex-Gov- 
ernor Wilniot of New Brunswick, has 
been again rendered complete by tho. 
appointment of Chief J ustico Allen, of 
New Brunswick, as arbitrator on tho 
part of the Dominion. 

In No. 1 District Division Court,. 
Hamilton, Judge Sinclair on tho bench, 
the Gas Company sued a citizen for tho 
balance of a gas account, By an es- 
cape of gas from tKe pipo after it left 
the metre the register showed 19,000 
consumed for tho quarter, tho average 
quantity being only 500 feet for that 
period. Tho judge, hold that the con- 
sumer was liable, and that he should 
pay the account, but owing totho^great 
loss advised a compromise. The com- 
pany had already ode red to meet tho 
defendant half way; and as the plumb- 
er who put in the gas acknowledged 
his neglect, and offered to pay a por- 
tion of the damages, tho case was hold 
over. 

The Premier and Mrs. Mackenzie 
celebrated the first quarter of a con- 
tury of their married life yesterday.

Stratford, June 17. — Detectives 
Phnir and Crawford, of London, ac- 
companied by Detective Heenan, of 
the G. T. 11., Stratford, who have been 
on tho track of Leigh and Wright, the 
supposed toll-gate robbers, came upon 
their men to-night at Harmony, about 
four miles from here. A struggle en- 
sued, and whilst Heenan and Phair 
wero arresting Wright, Leigh presented 
a revolver at Crawford. Crawford 
drew his revolvor, and in the tussle 
shot Leigh dead in self-defence. Wright 
was brought to this place and placed in 
a cell. The coroner has gono to Har- 
mony. 

London Office of the Globe, 

Saturday, June 15, 1878. 
It is announced that II. R. H. tho 
Prince of Wales has consented to ac- 
cept tho Presidency of tho Royal Colo- 
nial Institute. He will be formally 
elected at the annual meeting on tho 
28th inst. 

Quebec, Juno 17. — Tho House sat 
this afternoon for half an hour only, 
and routine business alone was tran- 
sacted. Mr. Bachaud, though in his 
seat in the House, is suffering from a 
bad cold, and has, therefore, postponed 
the delivery of the Budget speech till 
to-morrow afternoon. Everything is 
in readiness for the submission of the 
financial statement, all the estimates, 
etc., being printed. It is believed that 
§300,000 annually will bo saved to the 
Province by the policy of retrenchment 
foreshadowed in the Budget. Tho ses- 
sional indemnity of members of the 
Legislative Assembly is to bo reduced 
from §G00 to $500. This alone will 
effect a saving of §6,500. 

Montreal, Juno 15. — It is rumored 
that thero exists a largo body of Com- 
munists in the city, and that Montreal 
may be the scene of rioting similar to 
that of Quebec whenever occasion offers. 

It is stated, though not officially, 
that a small force will be under arms 
at tho beginning of next month for the 
protection of the city and armouries, 
and to preserve the peace. Several 
magistrates have stated that tho city 
will bo protected on tho 12th of July 
under any circumstances. 

Ottawa, June 17. — In the early part 
of the last session the Roman Catholic 
members of tho Houso of Commons 
transmitted through the Hon. Mr. 
Laflamme, a congratulatory address to 
his holiness Popo Leo — on tho occasion 
of his elevation to the pontificate. 
Recently Hon. Mr. Laflamme received 
a reply in Latin, which has been 
translated and is as follows : —
